The  planting,  digging  and  cleaning  are  all  done  under  my  personal 
supervision.  I will  not  substitute  on  your  order  without  your 
consent  and  furthermore  I will  replace  during  the  year  of  purchase 
two  bulbs  for  everyone  proven  untrue  to  name.
